The Corn Bowl event was planned as more than just a football game. It was designed to focus the attention 
of the nation on Bloomington — the capital of the greatest corn producing county in the United States. 


Sponsored by the Louis E. Davis Post No. 56 of The American Legion, the first Corn Bowl game was received 
so enthusiastically in spite of the inclement weather that it is now a permanent Thanksgiving Day event. The entire 
net proceeds of every Corn Bowl game are used by the local Legion Post to further its Youth Activities Program. 


Three years ago, despite snow and ice, 30,000 shouting and cheering spectators lined the Bloomington streets on 
Thanksgiving Day morning to watch the hour-long parade of colorful floats and bands. In the afternoon, a hardy 
crowd braved sub-freezing weather at Fred Carlton Field to watch Southern Illinois University trounce North Central, 
21-0, to win the coveted Corn Bowl trophy.

Normal, Illinois 


Illinois State Normal university, founded in 1857, was the second state normal school 
established west of the Allegheny Mountains and the tenth in the United States. 
Its location at North Bloomington, later called Normal, made it conveniently acces- 
sible from all parts of Illinois. Its site of 64 acres of beautiful campus and an 
experimental farm of 97 acres were donated by citizens of Bloomington and McLean | 
County. Until the first building, now known as Old Main, was ready for use in N 
1860, the school housed in Major's Hall in Bloomington. The Main Building was j 
the largest and the best building of its kind in the United States at the time of its 

completion, and is now the oldest in use for state teacher-education purposes. Com- | | 
plete football records date back to 1893. In that year the Redbirds won four games 

and lost two. Since that time ISNU has been a power in state college football. The 

present enrollment at State Normal is 2,450 students.

For it was under 
the Land Grant Act, signed by Lincoln, that the school was established in 1870.
